Exhibition at Wembley, it was 
almost inevitable that the King 
should refer to the exhibition 
opened in Hyde Park in‘ 1851, 
the purpose of which, in the 
words of Prince Albert, was to 
“‘givo to the world a true test, a 
living picture, of the ° point ‘of 
industrial development at whigh 
the whole of mankind has ar. 
rived, and a new starting ‘point 
from'which all nations will be 
able to direct their further pro- 
gress." ‘To many thoughtful 
people the Exhibition of 1851 
meant far more ; they believed if 
indicated that a new ern had 
dawned of general prosperity, 





peaco and goodwill among the 
nations of the world. ‘The Kiope 
was not realized. “From that 


yeut, 1851," writes one histor- 
ian,’ “it may be said fairly 
enough that the world has hardly 
known a week of pence.” Ine 
stead of deriding the Viotorians 
for not being able to discern the . 
signs of the times, it may bo 
worth while to consider for 
moment why their expectations 
failed, 

In thie first half of thio last 
century England was  passi 
through a great industrial re- 
volution.” Wonderful mechanic. 
al inventions gave man an entire- 
ly new control over the forces of 
Nature and a new knowledge of 
its laws. Tn England new in- 
dustries and enterprises were 
everywhere successively started, 
the conditions being peculiarly 
favourable to their development,

Amendment of Act of July 22,

‘The suggestion of the “revived” 
use of the title Prince of Scot- 
Ignd continues a subject of dis 
cussion North of the ‘Tweed, but 
it cannot be said to have arow 
much enthusiasm. Now that the 
title of ‘Prince of Ireland” is dis- 
covered to be another right of the 
Prince, most people are inclined 
to think. that the controversy 
should be-quietly dropped. It 
is becoming too’complicated. We 
Scottish people indeed arc quite 
pleased with the Prince as ho is 
and with his title; it would: make 
no real difference to us whether 
We toasted him as of Wales or 
of Scotland. Affection docs not 
need these artificial aids; it, is 
personality that counts. Another 
rumour is curretit to the offect 
‘that Prince Henry may bo created 
Duke of Edinburgh.

WALLACE AND WESTAUNSTER MALL 


Among the reconciliations of 
fory there is none more draina- 
tic, and certainly nono more ap- 
propriate, than tho -commemora- 
tion of Sir Williom Wallace in 
Westminster Hall. More than six 
centuries have ‘paséed fince he 
stood before the ancient judgment 
seat of the Kings of England and 
bore himself undauntedly in pre- 
senco of Judges who had been 
appointed not to try but to con- 
domn him. Edward I. had spared 
no effort to secure his capture 
‘and the large rewards“givon_ to 
those who betrayed and took fim 
prisoner are still on record.

‘who killed him believed 
fe and his work had 
ended in fhilure, and that hie 
name would go down to posterity, 
as that of a criminal, Another 
into his labours, and, 
building” upon his foundations, 
achieved “what he had died: to 
gain, and the nation which, in 
spite of seeming failure, he served 
has nover ceased to treasuro his 
meniory. Ifhe did not come to 
the grave with honour, yet the 
whole soil of a free country is bis 
sepulchre.
